This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: Group I, claims 1-112 and 248-256 directed to a 
species of electro-active lens wherein the lens is a spectacle lens and a first lens optic 
has astigmatic correction; Group II, claims 1 13-127 directed to a species of electro- 
active lens having a first and a second index of refraction; Group III, claims 128 and 215 
directed to a species of electro-active lens having a first lens optic that provides 
distance correction or multifocal refraction; Group IV, claims 129-146 and 257-258, 
directed to a species of electro-active lens having a range finder; Group V, claims 147- 
205 directed to a species of electro-active lens having a first electro-active zone 
including an electro-active polymer gel; Group VI, claim 206-214 directed to a species of 
electro-active lens having an electro-active region that encompasses a portion of a first 
layer in a cooperative relationship with a first lens optic; Group VII, claim 216 directed to 
a species of electro-active lens having a near-vision electro-active zone located 
intermittently above a 180 meridian of a first lens optic; Group VIII, claims 217-219 
directed to a species of electro-active lens having two electro-active portions separated 
by an insulating portion; Group IX, claims 220-222 directed to a species of electro-active 
lens having a plurality of programmably controlled electro-active portions; Group X, 
claims 223-230 directed to a species of electro-active lens having an electro-active zone 
, adapted to correct astigmatism or aberration; Group XI, claims 231-235 directed to a 
species of electro-active lens having an electro-active zone in cooperation with a first 
lens optic to correct a wearer's vision to better than 20/20; Group XII, claims 236-246 
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directed to a species of electro-active lens having a tracker to alter a first electro-active 
zone from a plurality of such zones; Group XIII, claim 247 directed to a species of 
electro-active lens comprising a semi-finished lens blank.
